“Ma” Ferguson Promised 
To Withdraw If Beaten 
in First Contest but 
Changed Her Mind.

¥ general, swept the Fergusons out of 


political power in today’s democratic 
run-off primary in Texas. 

Governor Miriam A. Ferguson was 
overwhelmingly defeated for renomi- 
nation on the face of incomplete but 
conclusive returns. Moody as stand- 
ard bearer of the party will be the 
next governor of the Lone Star state, 
nomination on the democratic ticket 
being equivalent to election in Novem- 
ber. 

With returns in from nearly all of 
the counties in. the state, most of 
them incomplete, Moody was leading 
the woman governor by nearly 2 to 1. 
Mrs. Ferguson had gained slightly from 
earlier returns. The count, tabu- 
lated by the Texas élection bureau, 
from 212 out of 2h2 counties, with 49 
complete, give: " Mooéy, 333,022- 
Ferguson, 171,362. 

Hatcher Is Leading. 

In the ~:ate treasurer’s race, W. 
Gregory Hatcher of Pallas, the in- 
cumbent, who has been opposed by 
Governor Ferguson, was well in the 
lead, over J. R. Ball. 

Tlie attorney general’s race was in 
doubt, with James V., Allred of Wich- 
ita Falls slightly ahead of Claude 
Pollard of Houston, 

Moody tcok the lead from the first 
returns and kept it, his voting mount- 
ing with every additional tabulation. 

Efforts to reach the Fergusons at 
Austin for a statement were futile. 
Neither «rovernor Ferguson, nor her 
husban@, James EF. Ferguson, could 
be reached by _ felephone. 

‘Newspapermen were told at the ex- 
ecntive msrsion that because of. in- 
complete returns it was almost cer- 
tain neither the governor nor her hus- 
band would issue a statement tonight. 

Davidson and Moody. 

Moody exhibited much _ greater 
strength than he dil in the elimina- 
tion primary, July 24, in which the 
vote was split among half a dozen 
candidat:s. The supporters of i.ynch 
Davidson of Houston in the first pri- 
mary epparertiy rallied to Moody’s 
eause ns urged by Davidsen. In July 
Davidson polled more than 100,000 
rotes. 

Moody in a statement tonight asked 
Texas democrats “to lay aside the bit- 
terness of the campaign just closed.”

Jeffers.n, Ga., August 28.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Declaring that “no man in 
Georgia believes more than I do in 
paved highways, because I know what 
they mean to our people,” John N 
Holder, chairman of the state higb- 
way board and candidate for governor, 
was the principal speaker here today 
upon the occasion of a homecoming 
celebration arranged in his honor by 
his fellow townsmen. 

Mr. Holder, after reviewing his rec- 
ord as chairman of the highway board 
and answering some of the charges 
made during the gubernatorial com- 
paign. outlined several points he would 
advocate if elected governor. These 
ineluded a program ef educational ex- 
pansion; change in banking laws that 
Would as far as possible, make de- 
posits safe; no increase in taxes: no 
extra sessions of the legislature “un- 
jess the gravest necessities demanded 
it;” economical handling of the state’s 
money; elimination of useless waste 
and duplication in the state’s activi 
ties. He also voiced his opposition 
to state bonds, declaring that by 1927 
there would be available for road 
building purposes the total of $13,- 
000,000. 

Mr. Holder stated that the highway 
board will allot 786 miles of state 
aid roads to the present mileage. He 
also stated that he was not “allied 
with any other candidate and am not 
in combination with any one.” 

' Introduced by Ayers. 

The speaker was introduced by J. 
S. Ayers, ex-mayor of Jefferson 1nd 
a former member of the legislature 
from Jackson county. 

Mr. Holder’s speech in full follows: 

“My Friends, Neighbors and Fellow 
Citizens : 

“It was through your genecosity 
and kindness that I was entered in 
the race as a candiate for governor 
of Georgia. I have been indebted 
to the people of Jackson courty for 


many honors. 1 have served them 
both in the house and senate of the 
state of Georgia and no man could 
hold in more lasting love and grate- 
ful remembrance than myself the pco- 
ple of this great old county. 

“I have been busily engaged in my 
duties.at the highway department and 
have made no campaign speech, and 
have issued no campaign cards, but 1 
felt that I would like to come bac 
home and have a heart-to-heart talk 
with my neighbors and friends who 
have known me from childhood. I 
wanted to tel] them how ‘our’ cam- 
paign was progressing.

CLOSING DRIVES 
IN VARIOUS RAGES 


Governor’s Race Gets 
Warmer as Holder 


Draws Fire of Other As- | 


pirants. 


Coming down the home stretch in 
the state political campaign candi- 
dates for state offices are applying the 
whip and spur in the hope that they 
will’ flash by to victory before the 
judge’s stand of “Old Man Peepul” on 
September 8, and as a result there is 
considerable excitement in various 
races noted as candidates draw near 
the close of the campaign. 

During the week just ended. the in- 
creased activity of candidates for gov- 
ernor was one of the outstanding fea- 
tures. Three of the candidates cén- 
tered an attack on John N. Holder, 
also a candidate for governor, while 
Ohairman Holder made his first po- 
litical speech in his home town of 
Jefferson, in which he stoutly defended 
his record and replied to his critics, 

Eugene Talmadge, candidate for 
commissioner of agriculture against J. 


J.. Brown, continued his attacks on 
that official, calling on Brown to meet 
him in further joint. debates, while 
Brown steadfastly refused to engage 
in any more discussions with his op- 
ponent. Talmadge issued a statement 
reiterating charge that the state bu- 
reau of markets is bankrupt and also 
reviewing the fight against Brown 
which resulted in cutting the appro- 
priation of that department. State- 
ments also were issued Brown 
and Dr. L. G. Hardman, candidate 
for - governor, 
George Confident. 

From the campaigp headquarters of 
United States Senator alter F. 
George came a_ statement in which 
enthusiasm was expressed over re- 
ports. from all parts of the state 
to the efteect that the cam- 
paign .of Senator George is in 
excellent shape and that he will be re- 
turned to the senate by an overwhelm- 
ing vote. 

The statement made public by E. B. 
Dykes, campaign manager, follows: 

“We are elated over the uniformly 
favorable reports we have received 
from all parts of Georgia in ‘connec- 
tion with the candidacy of Senator 
George. After a careful check of our 
information we have found that the 
opposition has crumbled and that 
there is a strong sentiment built up 
throughout the state that it would be 
unwise to supplant Senator George at 
this time. 

“The chief source of Senatdr 
George’s strength is unquestionably his 
excellent record in the senate. We 
feel-that the people of Georgia know 
full well the records of the candidates 
and are able to.tell real service ren- 
dered in a patriotic spirit by a public 
official.

Lonnie Johnson, just back from 
Florida, who was in an. aitomobile 
with his wife, fis. said to have driven 
to the home of Walter Luke, this aft- 
ernoon, informing him that he was 
going to wipe out the family of Wal- 
ter’s brother, Perry, on’ sight. 

At ‘the time, according to informa- 
tion in the hands of county officers, 
Lonnie Johnson, who married a sister 
of Mrs. Perry Luke, ascertained that 
Perry Luke had gone to the home of 
his mother, to get her to spend Sun- 
day with them. The mother resides 
Py the highway between Adel and Ray

y Johnson drove away rapidly in 
the direction of the residence of his 
mother, Walter Luke cranked up‘ his 
truck and obtained his shotgun and 
started in pursuit, but the automo- 
bile outran the truck in the chase. 


When approaching the residence of 
his mother, Walter Luke found Lon- | 
nie Johnson’s car turned across the | 
highway. blocking traffie, while he | 
said Lonnie Johnson was shooting into | 
the car containing his brother aud | 
the members of his family. 

As he climbed out of the truck. 
Walter Luk@® cays that Lonnie John- | 
son turned his nistol upon him, but | 
Walter Luke opened fire with his | 
shotgun and killed Johnson almost in- | 
stantly. 

The. wounded were taken to a doc- 
tor’s office in this city and they are 
being cared for by relatives tonight. 

Perry Luke tonight informed the of- 
ficers who investigated the case, the 
latter said, that there had been “a 
little feud brewing between them” for 
some time, but he said he did not 
consider it serious. Perry Luke said 
that he didn’t know that Lonnie John- 
son was in the county. 

Perry Luke told officers that he 
had a pistol on the seat beside him in 
the automobile. but would not use it 
for fear of killing his wife's sister, 
Mrs. Johnson, whgwas at the latter’s 
side, endeavorin to prevent the 
tragedy. 

There have been no warrants is- 
sued. Officers of this county said that 
there would probably be a coroner's 
inquest.

Statement of Lewis. 

Mr. Lewis’ full statement follows: 
“The statements made by Mr. Man- 
ley on the stand in federal court Fri- 
day were incorrect. He did not call 
me and asked what amount «vould be 
necessary to ‘save the bank’ and I 
did not tell him that deposits were 
, If anh gs ates Se er 
question, I wou ave to m tha 
they were approximately $457,000. | 
“Mr, Manley did not send me $150,- 
000 in cash, as he stated in his testi- 


mony. 

“Nothing passed ‘between Mr. Man- 
ley and myself about further loans 
or pushing collections. Nothing was 
said about saving the bank. We 
didn’t consider it subject to any sav- 
ing—it was perfectly solvent. 

Never Filled Agreement 

“Officials of the Atlanta Lowry Na- 
tional bank went to Mr. Manley and 
discyssed with him the matter of his 
giving them ample security to pro- 
tect them in handling the Farmers 
and Traders’ bank eccount. This Mr. 
Manley refused to do and discussed 
the matter briefly with me and asked 
me at this time what I thought it would 
take to put a satisfactory balance 
with the Atlanta Lowry. National 
bank, I told him at this time I 
thought $100,000 would satisfy’ this 
bank: as to our balance and at the 
same time protect the bank against 
any wg ory | that might arise. He 
replied that he would arrange this 
amount of money immediately—but he 
has never complied with that agree- 
ment to this date. 

“In the last hours of exitsence of 
the Bankers’ Trust company and the 
Farmers and Traders: bank, Mr. Man- 
ley positively assured me he would 
make financial arrangements to take 
care of this bank, regardless of what 
happened to the Bankers Trust com- 

any. When I advised him that I 
fad gone as far as I could without him 
and asked him to roy md with his 
agreement, he faHed to do 80. 

“It is true that Mr. Manley placed 
quite a good deal of money in the 
Farmers and Traders’ bank in various 
amounts during the last 60 or 90 days 
before the bank closed. But this 
money was credited to his account and 
was checked out by him. His balonce 
at the time the bank closed was just 
a little over $500. He did not place 
one 5-cent piece of this money at the 
disposal of the Farmers and Traders 
bank for any other purpose except for 
his own aecount. We recalled one 
check not very long before the bank 
closed for $16,459.45 made payable to 
the Bankers’ Trust company with the 
notation ‘payment in full’—also an- 
other for $10,000 to the Bankers 
Trust company with the notation ‘loan 
180 shares stock W Manley com- 
pany.’ We know nothing of the cheeks 
save the notations. 

Account Checked Out. 


“A statement of Mr. Manley’s ac- 
count, which had been rendered to 
him together with an auditor's _re- 
port will show that amount deposited 
by Mr. Manley was checked out by 
him as fast as it was deposited. _ 

“Since I became connected with 
the bank on June 4, 1925, and accord- 
ing to records as far back as I have 
examined, Mr. Manley’s account in 
this bank was frequently seriously 
overdrawn, : 

“T did not tell Mr. Manley over the 
telephone, as he stated, that I remem- 
bered what he did about placing 
$150,000 in this bank for its use. ‘The 
fact is that he had never done this 
nor discussed doing it with me. As 
to his statement that Mr. Russell was 
made president of this bank, it is ab- 
solutely incorrect. So far as I know, 
such a procedure was never even dis- 
cussed. If this had been done it would 
have been done at a regular meeting 
in a regular manner and the minutes 
of the bank would show it. But there 
is not such record in the bank, and I 
have never been present at any such 
meeting. 

“Mr. Manley is now-and, so far as I 
have any record, always has been 
president of this bank. 


Derides Bankers’ Claim. 


“As to Mr. Manley being shocked, 
according to his statement, when he 
found that $175,000 had been loaned 
to banks of the Bankers’ Trust com- 
pany chain that he knew were in bad 
condition—this statement is absurd. 
There was a total of $95,000 of the 
Farmers and Traders’ bank funds 
piaced on call with various banks in 
the system, and this was done with 
complete knowledge and consent and 
in accordance with Mr. Manley’s writ- 
ten instructions, as I have been told 
by higher officials who handled the 
transaction. 

“Therefore, Mr. Manley knew all 
about the $95,000 being loaned to the 
various banks. I know nothing what- 
ever concerning why they loaned this 
money to the banks nor of the con- 
dition they were in and the time the 
money was placed. I only knew to 
make the book entries, according to 
written instructions direct from his 
office. In fact, my power to loan 
money was only for $500 or less to 
local customers. °

Sees Measure of Success. 


Mr. Coolidge regards his policy, 
however, as having been attended with 
considerable success when the diffi- 
culty of the situation is appreciated. 
In cabinet meetings the president has 
indicated his belief that he is accom- 
plishing the utmost that could be ex- 
pected in protection of American 
rights in Mexico short of invoking 
measures, the logical result of which 
might be armed iuvtervention.

Served Four Years. 


While in the midst of his duties as 
judge of the circuit, his friends pushed 
him into the race for the court of ap- 
peals. He was elected and served in 
that capacity till Judge Beverly 
Evans was appointed to the federal 
bench, leaving a vacancy on the su- 
preme court of the state. To this 
place he was appointed and served 
until during the term of the late Sen- 
ator Watson in the United States 
senate, when he resigned to come back 
home to his first love, the practice of 
law with Vienna as his home until 
elected to the United States senate. 

In the senate, this distinguished 
Georgian has followed to the letter 
these fundamental principles of char- 
acter ingrained in him as a boy and 
young man. He steadfastly has voted 
his convictions regardless of pressure. 
He has studied carefully and logically 
the many great questions faced in the 
senate and after reaching his con- 
clusions, has fought for hiseprinciples 
with vigor and courage. 

Although he has served in the sen- 
ate less than four years, Senator 
George has reached a position of com- 
mand and influence. Not only in his 
party councils but among the sena- 
tors of all parties and factions his 
worth has been recognized. 

In the last national election Sena- 
tor George did valiant service on the 
stump in the western states speaking 
in behalf of the democratic national 
ticket. 

From the corn rows of the Georgia 
hills to the floor of the United States 
senate is a far cry, but in making this 
tremendous rise in the world Senator 
George has always remained a real 
man, a man of thought and vision, of 
sympathy and understanding; a real 
man of the people willing to fight to 
the last gasp for those principles he 
believes should be followed to give:

EDUCATION PLEA 
MADE BY GEORGE 


Waycross, Ga., August 28.—“Place 
a junior college within easy radius 
of every boy and girl,” United States 
Senator Walter F. George urged be- 


fore his audience at Piedmont insti- 
tute in Waycross, Friday. 

“Education, next to the spiritual, 
is the really vital problem of our 
people. That is why it is gratifying 
to note the. progress being made by 

eorgia in this line. Just before I 
left Washington I was told by the 
war department that a Georgia mili- 
tary school—Riverside Military acad- 
emy in Gainesville—ranked second 
among all such schools in the, United 
States. It is second only to Culver 
and Culver has ten million dollars 
of endowment. It has students from 
22 states and two foreign countries. 
We are proud of this. 

“In Georgia the educational prob- 
lem is changing. When I graduated 
from college the problem was insuffi- 
cient and inadequate high schools, 
Today we have more high schoo! | rad- 
uates than our colleges are able to 
accommodate. ‘The problem now is 
not to produce high school graduates 
but to take care of the yearly grow- 
ing number of such graduates. 

“There are two remedies. We must 
more junior colleges. The provision 
have more colleges and we must have 
of junior colleges is particularly need- 
ed in South Georgia. The junior col- 
lege is a practical method of carrying 
these high school graduates farther 
on the journey of education. We need 
to build junior colleges close to the 
high schools. 

Must Provide College. 

“Wegnust remember that the educa- 
tion of the average person is completed 
within- a short radius of his home. 
We cannect take the average person 
away to college. We must bring the 
college to him. . 


“A “man’s life is largely controlled 
by his objectives. The development 


rarely will pass beyond the objectives 
set by them for their futures. We 
must plan to have more educational 
facilities: We must make more junior 
colleges an objective. 

“I believe strongly in state educa- 
tion. In no other way can the vast 
majority be educated through the 


common school grades. But as strongly 
as I believe in state education just 
so strongly do I recognize its limita- 
tions. The object of the state is and 
must be political. Emphatically is this 
true in the Unit States where 
church and state are separate and 
must be kept so. We cannot then look 
to state education to train its gradu- 
ates other than as political units.

He unfelded for public 
inspection his record of the past seven 
years and declared that the reason 
he has not been able to accomplish 
more for his people is that he was a 
democrat during a republican admin- 
istration. Sharp criticism of the at- 
tack which has been launched against 
him by Walter A. Sims, candidate for 
the same post, was contained in por- 
tions of his address, and he charged 
that the congressional information bu- 
reau which furnished his. record to 
Sims was “unreliable.” 

Mr. Sims was the next to mount 
the platform in a bid for votes from 
the fifth district, and he mercilessly 
assailed the records of Upshaw and 
J. Leslie Steele, his opponents. The 
speaker poked fun at a bill which he 
credited to the congressman and which 
provided for the establishment of a 
motion picture censor board and that 
after serving two years those compos- 
ing the board might retire on half 
pay. 

“Mr. Steele and Mr. Upshaw have 
attempted to trade and barter the 
office of congressman and prevent you 
{people from electing who you want 
for th: place.” Mr, Sims said, “This 
is borne out by publication of a letter 
from the congfessman to Steele in 


which Upshaw said he would not 
oppose Steele. Upshaw and . Steele

RECEIVES U. 8S. MESSAGE. 

Managua, Nicaragua, August 28. 
The American charge d'affaires, 
Lawrence Dennis, delivered a 
communication from the depart- 
ment of state to President Cham:.- 
orror this afternoon. The com- 
munication is described as “highly 
‘mportant.” 


Managua, Nicaragua, August 28.— 
(P)—The Nicaraguan government has 
sent a note to Mexico declaring it 
has irrefutable evidence that Mexican 
authorities equipped, armed and man- 
ned with men in Mexico’s military 
service an auxiliary ship of the Mex- 
ican navy, the Concon, which sailed 
from Salina Cruz on August 17 on 
a filibustering expedition to Nic- 
aragua. 

The note, which is signed by For- 
eign Minister Navas, says the expe- 
dition was arranged by Nicaraguan 
exiles and financed and supported by 
the Mexican government. It declares 
such action manifestly violates the 
principles which govern civilized na- 
tions and which Mexic® has repeated- 
ly proclaimed as a fundamental prin- 
ciple of its international policy. 

A copy of the note was sent to 
the League of Nations and all foreign 
diplomatic and consular officials in 
Nicaragua. The government in send- 
ing the protest to the League of Na- 
tions said it desired to call the at- 
tnetion of the world to the alleged 
illegal acts of Mexico. It is reserv- 
ing the r:j;ht to make claims in. the 
future against Mexico. 

The United States cruiser Galves- 
ton has arriv d at Bluefields and 
landed marines, declaring Bluefields a 
neutral zone.

The Florida senator sai today he 
had decided to make such a proposal 
because of developments in Europe, 
where an international conference 
soon is to convene under the auspices 
of the League of Nations to discuss 
the acceptability of the reservations 
by which senate ratification of the 
court protocol was qualified. 

Recently Senator Gooding, repub- 
lican, Idaho, announced that although 
he had. supported the court, he now 


' opposed it because of changed con-' 


| ditions resulting from the French at- 
titude toward the war debts. Sena- 
tor Trammell said he knew of several 


other senators who likewise had come 
to regret their support of the court, 
and would vote for withdrawal, but 
he named none of them. 

Makes No Prediction. 


Neither did Senator Trammell at- 
tempt to assess the full effect of the 
campaign waged by the court’s oppo- 
nents since ratification, or to predict 
whether a resolution of withdrawal 
would carry. The senate accepted the 
court, 76 to 17, or 14 more than the 
required two-thirds. Senators are in 
disagreement whether a simple ma- 
jority, or a two-thirds vote would be 
required to overthrow the action al- 
ready taken. 

At the time the vote of ratification 
was taken, Chairman Borah, of the 
foreign relations committee, and othet 
of the group of irreconcilables oppos- 
ing the court, gave notice that the is- 
sue was not yet decided. They since 
have made good their threat to carry 
their fight to the country in a far- 
flung campaign in the newspapers and 
on the stump. 

When Senator Trammell introduces 
the resolutions of withdrawal made 
public by him today it will go to 
Senator Borah’s committee, a major- 
ity of whose members are opposed to 
the court. Presumably the first test 
of strength would come on the floor 
itself, should an attempt be made to 
get the proposal up for action. 


Only Five Have Agreed. 


Thus far only five small nations | 


have agreed to the senate reservations, | 


and more than a score of others who | 
have membership in the court, includ- | 
ing all the great powers, are withhold- | 


ing a decision pending outcome of the | 


conference to be held at Geneva. In 
his resolution Senator Trammell said 
that “it is now deemed advisable to 
rescind’’ the senate ratification, since 
“the powers signatory to the protocol 
have not indicated their acceptance of 
the reservations and understandings” 
upon which ratification was based. 
The resolution would direct the 
president to “withdraw all notes and 
communications’ addressed to the na- 
tions holding membership in the court. 
This would cancel the circular note 
sent out by the state department set- 
ting forth the conditions of American 
adherence, and would leave the United 
States just where it was before Ameri-~.

Coming from Wof- 
ford college, Spartanburg, S. C., to 
Paine college in 1882, just 17 years 
after Lee’s surrender, sunny, cultured, 
representing the best blood and tradi- 
tions in the south, in his 36th year, 


not a worn-out preacher but one whose 
life was to be made and spent in a 
new and most trying field, he took 
up for the Southern Methodist church 


and the two races where Bishop Wil- 
liam Capers left off. 

Although it was not a popular work 
at the time, this southern man became 
a missionary to the negro and headed 
the first and only school of its kind 
in the United States—where southern 
whites and blacks attempted to work 
out a serious -problem through the 
church and the schoolroom. 

After serving Paine college for more 
than a quarter of a century upon his 
death, white and black shed tears 
while Bishop Candler stated in his 
funeral oration: “It was left for 
George Williams Walker to bring to- 
gether the white and black people in 
this southland.” 

It is in his honor that the two 
races propose to build a $75,000 
memorial library at Paine college, Au- 
gusta, with which the name of 
Walker will ever be associated.

Because of the supreme court’s de- 
cision, congress in enacting the cor- 


rupt practices act of 1925 ,did not 
jattempt to make it apply to primury 
cumpaigns.

In seating these men the sen- 
ate must d-cide whether or not the 
huge amounts expended were on their 
face excessive and whether the mere 
size of the campaign funds indicated 
corruption sufficient to invalidate the 
The propriety of the accept- 
ance of contributions from public util- 
ity magnates by Mr. Smith also will 
be an element to be weighed in the 
Illinois case. 


Amounts expended py both Smith 
and Vare were greatly in excess of the 
and Stephenson cases. When the 
sums which figured in the Newberry 
number of votes cast is taken into 
consideration, however, the amounts 
expended per vote were smaller. This 
fact will be used by the Smith and 
Vare adherents in support of their 
contention that there is no basis what- 
ever for invalidating their elections, 
no evidence of any corrupt acts or 
of violations of any law haying been 
presented. The large amounts expeud- 
ed, they argue, were necessary under 
the direct primary system in order to 
make an effective campaign.

woman's suffrage, has doubled the size

Vare Spent Most. 

In the Stephenson case the amount

Of the four, the Smith expendi- 
tures were the smallest per vote. Mr. 
Smith received about 600,000 votes 
and his expenditures averaged 50 cents 
per vote.

Mr. Newberry, with only 114- 
963 votes, paid out an average of 
$1.69 per vote, while Stephenson, with 
56,909 votes, expended $1.89: per vote 

In the Newberry ease, the senate, 
while holding the Michigan senator to 
be entitled to his seat, condemned the 
use of excessive amounts of money in 
campaigns. 

“The expenditure of such excessive 
sums in behalf of a candidate, either 
with OF without bis knowledge and 
consent,” said the senate resolution, 
“heing” contrary to sound public poli- 
cy,. harmful to the honor and dignity 
of the senate and dangerous to the per- 
petuity of a free government, such 


excessive expenditures are hereby cn- 
demned and disapproved. 

The minority report in the Newher- 
ry case held that “illegal and corrupt 
practices were employed in the pri- 
mary and that Truman H. Newberry 
violated the corrupt practices act and 
the primary act of the state of Michi- 


gan.’

phenson case declared that “the meth- 
ods employed at the primary were cor- 
rupt; that they were against pub- 
li epolicy ; that they were demoralizing 
in character ; that they directly con-

The Smith and Vare cases may be de- 
cided largely on partisan lines.

The insurgent republicans of the La 
Follette group also will do so. ‘The 
outcome will depend on losses suf- 
fered hy the regular republicans in the 
November election and also upon the 
attitude of a number of independent 
republicans outside the La Follette 
group.

“CHICKENS COME HOME.” 


Chickens have a way of coming 
home to roost: Try as we may 
to change their. custom—for some- 
times it is embarrassing—we cannot 
do it. That is a fitly applied il- 
lustration, too, for many things 
that the public cannot overlook. 
For instance, a year or so ago we re- 
ferred editorially to the intolerable 
condition of the Atlanta-Macon 
highway between Barnesville and 
Forsyth.# ’ 

At the time the editor of The 
Macon Telegraph was a member of 
the state highway board, and we 
recall very distinctly how he called’ 
us to account for commenting on 
the Barnesville-Forsyth road condi- 
tions. . He waxed as eloquent as 
emphatic in its defense. He even 
declared that he had driven his 
own high-powered car over the 
Stretch of road complained of at a 
rate of a mile a minute, and that it 
was so smooth and sweet that a 
glass full of water would not have 
lost-a drop by the jostling had it 
been placed upon the intake to the 
radiator, or something of that sort. 

Now comes the application of the 
story about the chickens coming 
home to roost, for in The Macon 
Telegraph of August 27, edited by 
Mr. Anderson, who made the ‘“‘rec- 
ord run” in his own car a few 
months ago, and who then pawed 
the earth and challenged our ref- 
erence to a Situation that sorely 
needed repair, appears an editorial 
reference to this same Barnesville- 
Forsyth stretch that is something 
of a classic. It even tells of how 
a farmer has made a fortune for 
two years pulling cars out of the 
mud, and how he is unable to keep 
plow lines sufficient for his home 
use on account of the demand for 
tow cables. It tells of a family in a 
sedan “‘ditched,’’ and brought with- 
in the shadow of death, and then 
laments at the complacency of 
Barnesville and Forsyth—difficult 
to understand in the face of such 
a condition. aN 


Says Editor Anderson, who a few 
months ago compared this road fa- 
vorably to the paved streets of 
Heaven, or something of the sort— 

“That two cities should consent to 
be joined by a perilous strip of slip- 
pery red mud when a paved highway 
is in existence over almost the entire 
distance is something that passes the 
understanding. Explanations have 
been offered but they imply a selfish- 
ness so profound and a corrupt in- 
fluence so potent that they seem quite 
incredible.” 


But there is a serious and a sig- 
nificant thought in the connection, 
and one that we have emphasized 
consistently for all these years— 
that is, the old philosophy that 
a chain is no stronger than its 
weakest link. Here is one of the 
leading highways in Georgia con- 
necting two great cities. It is only 
a hundred miles in length. Much 
of it is paved. And yet, because of 
this weak link between Barnesville 
and Forsyth all of it is discounted— 
and with most travelers all of it is 
condemned. Again is accentuated 
the demand—the necessity for con- 
nected paved highways. And unless 
they are permanently paved they 
are not worth their upkeep as a 
rule, ,

THE TALLULAM ROUTE. 

The Constitution has been offi- 
cially advised that there wlil be a 
great celebration at Sylva or Frank- 
lin, N. C., on the 15th of September 
in commemoration of the comple- 
tion, with concrete paving, of the 


North Carolina end of the Asheville- 


Franklin-Tallulah-Atlanta highway. 
It is said it will be perhaps the 
largest road meeting ever held in 
the south, and is being. conducted 
under the official auspices of the 
Asheville Chamber of Commerce 
and various other road and trade 
organizations along the route from 
Atlanta to Asheville, including the 
Atlanta Chamber of Commerce, 


It is understood large delegations 
will attend from Atlanta, Gaines- 
ville, Cornelia, Clarksville, Tallulah 
and Clayton and other points, and 
this is as it should be. Every ef- 
fort ought to be made to push the 
completion of the Georgia end of 
this scenic highway as rapidly as 
possible. There is not much to be 
done, provided by coordination the 
state highway department would do 
the wise and businesslike thing and 
connect up the missing links. The 
road from Clarksville to Tallulah 
must be built and the Rabun county 
stretch must be completed. Work 
has been proceeding on this, ‘slowly 
but with at least the gratification 
that it is among the contracts al- 
ready let. 

The Asheville-Franklin-Tallulah- 
Atlanta route is a beautiful moun- 
tain highway. The Tallulah section 
is gorgeous with its great falls, lakes 
and canyons—the most picturesque 
of Georgia’s mountain scenery. The 
Habersham stretch is not only beau- 
tiful but interesting as traversing 
the great apple belt. The Rabun 
stretch, passing through the won- 
derful Clayton mountain range, and 
the Dillard valley, which is unique 
in its picturesqueness, combine to 
make the Georgia end of the route 
especially attractive. The Carolina 
end from the Dillard valley through 
Franklin and Sylva abounds in 
mountain beauty. 

The Tallulah route from Atlanta 
to Asheville is around 45 miles 
nearer than any other Atlanta-Ashe- 
ville route. 

It is gratifying such interest is 
being taken in this great interstate 
scenic highway. North Carolina has 
completed with concrete her entire 
end without a break. It is a pity 
Georgia has not! It is up to this 
state to see that Georgia’s end of 
the route is paved through to At- 
lanta at the earliest possible mo- 
ment. 


TRUTH THAT HURTS. 


Some time ago a_ statement 
emanating from interested “offi- 
cials’ as to the efficiency of pro- 
hibition enforcement in Georgia was 
challenged by The Constitution. 
That challenge was subsequently 
more than verified by official fig- 
ures as to arrests for drunkenness 
—which, of course, only touches 
the surface in so far as relating 
to prohibition violations. 

Now B. G Sharpe, prohibition 
administrator for the area compris- 
ing the Carolinas, Georgia and Flor- 
ida, challenges the same statement, 
which it appears took on an official 
status, and was rendered to Gen- 
eral Andrews, who is in charge of 
the enforcement of prohibition 
throughout the United States. 

It was “officially” reported that 
his territory was getting as dry as 
the Sahara desert, and upon it Gen- 
eral Andrews planned to extend the 
zone system, relying upon its suc- 
cess as Outlined in the “official re- 
port” referred to. 

Mr. Sharpe, who is necessarily 
more in direct, working touch with 
the situation than any other man, 
takes the direct opposite view of 
the conclusions of the “official re- 
port” and says frankly that instead 
of conditions getting better they are 
getting worse. 

Washington dispatches say that 
Sharpe is liable to be fired for his 
frankness—that is, on the 
insubordination.

RIGHT KIND OF “RELIEF.” 


There are two thoughtful com- 
munications in this issue of The 
Constitution bearing on the so- 
called “farm relief’ problems—one 
from a Powder Springs dirt farmer, 
J. Arthur Westbrook, and the other 
from J. E. Conwell, also a dirt farm- 
er and president of the Georgia Cot- 
ton Cooperative association. 


Mr. Westbrook argues—and very 
correctly—that the farmer needs 
markets more than credit. 


It is the position consistently 
taken by The Constitution through 
all of the congressional footballing 
of a problem used more for politi- 
cal expediencies than in the Ssin- 
cere effort to bring actual relief to 
the agricultural classes. 


Practically every ‘“‘relief’ meas- 
ure offered, and passed, has sought 
to involve the farmer further in 
debt. ‘The basis of all the measures 
fought through the last session and 
finally killed was credit — farm 
credit—when as a matter of fact 
there is a system of federal farm 
loan banks already existing for long- 
term credits on realty security, to- 
gether with community group in- 
dorsements, and another system of 
federal intermediate banks for 
short loans with which to cultivate, 
move and market crops. 


The War Finance corporation was 
organized to rehabilitate agriculture, 
and the federal reserve system en- 
courages financing agriculture 
through its member banks. 


There is credit a plenty. Credit 
means debt and debts have to be 
voluntarily paid, or the securities 
must be yielded. Hence farm debt 
means that a farmer must be in po- 
sition to make the money off his 
farm to pay it, or lose that which 
he had when he incurred it. 


In the meantime credit—and the 
resulting debt—encourages extrava- 
gancies, wild-catting, and every 
other gold brick scheme under the 
sun. 


The farmers who have found easy 
credit too often “fall for fakers” 
rather than to employ the money 
in building up their fatm opera- 
tions on a business basis. This is 
the unvarnished truth. 


What we necd is legislation to 
get the farmer out of debt, not 
further in debt. 


Mr. Conwell indorses heartily The 
Constitution’s position. “He has 
got entirely too much credit,” he 
says, referring to the efforts, first 
of the politicians to get the farmer 
further in debt, and then of the 
schemers ‘“‘to sell him something’ — 
that is, to make him an easy-mark 
for profit. 


The next congress should entire- 
ly reverse its position as to farm 
“relief” legislation, and by extend- 
ing and expanding the markets, pro- 
viding for the commodity surpluses, 
and inculcating in the farmer the 
rules of reason as tested in real, 
constructive, successful business, 
“relieve” him of debt. That is his 
need—and it will be his only sal- 


vation.

Take copper, for example. Today, in 
the meaning outlined, it may be called 
a ‘managed market.’. .. Leaders 
of the industry, which was long re- 
garded as destined to alternate pe 
riods of inordinate plenty and unrea- 
soning depression, have apparently 
succeeded in finely balancing supply 
and demand . .. Theoretically, of 
course, copper still enjoys a free mar- 
ket. The industry is not controlled 
by any great copper trust. . . Ac 
tual agreement between the big copper 
companies of. this country to hold 
down production in the interest of 
higher prices, would, of course, run 
counter to the anti-trust laws. But 
if the same end is reached without 
such an agreement, no law is brought 
into play. . . . Another evidence of 
the trend toward ‘managed markets’ 
is the present attempt of large oil — 
companies te adjust the supply to the 
current demand.”’ . 


Those contradictory views composed

“Periodical cicada, or seventeen- 


Swarms of Vneriodical cicada,’ bet- 
ter known locally as “17-year locusts,” 


will sweep over certain sections of 
Gjeorgia in vast numbers early this 
fall, according to dispatches received 
from» government entomologists at 
Washington. The pests are scheduled 
to make their appearance this fall, nc- 
cording to the calculations of govern- 
ment experts. According to figures 
compiled by liard de la [arelle, 
state entomologist of Georgia, the lo- 
custs are not expected to come to 
Georgia in ‘ldrge quantities until 1936, 
but he said it is. probable that they 
will appear this fall in limited quan- 
tities. — 

The 17-year locust is a peculiar 
insect, according to Mr. de la Parelle. 
It requires 17 years for the egg laid 
by the female to hatch, pass through 
the larval and pupal stages and _ be- 
come a fully-developed locust,. accord- 
ing to Mr. de la Parelle, and it stands 
without parallel among the insects of 
the world in point of longevity: 

“The .appearance of the periodical 
cicada, or 17-year locust, often excites 
Serious fears among those unfamiliar 
With its life history and habits, par- 
ticularly those interested in the wel- 
fare of favorite trees and shrubs; 
but, on the whole, the anxiety is quite 
out of proportion to the injury likely 
to occur,” Mr. de la Parelle said. 

17 Years Under Ground. 

The insect, in its larvae form, lives 
for about 17 years under the ground, 
according to the state entomologist. 
With almost exact regularity the in- 
sects ,emerge from the ground in 
corntless millions in an area of many 
thousands of square miles. It sheds 
its pupal skin and attaing maturity 
almost in the course of a single night. 

‘The periodical cicada ‘becomes no- 
tably injurioys only ~in the course of 
its egg-laying,’ Mr. de la Parelle said. 
‘Soon after emerging from the ground 
the female begins to puncture the 
smaller twigs and branches of various 
trees and shrubs in which the eggs are 
deposited, the effect of which is to 
cause a considerable browning and 
dying of the parts affected. Decided 
marks of thier visitation soon appear.

most heavily infested in last visitation in 1919. 


The final result is a general pruning, 
which in fruit trees and shrubs may 
be decidedly injurious; yet in forest 
trees, which are the receptacles of the 
greater part of the eggs, the more evi- 
dent signs of injury disappear before 
the close of the season.”’ 

Mr. de la. Parelle pointed out that 
the time of fhe appearance of the ci- 
cada varies according to altitude, but 
said the average shows that it ap- 
pears more often during the last week 
or ten days of May every 17 years. 
He said no manifestation of the in- 
sect has been noted this summer, but 
said some of them appear every year, 
and that it is possible there will be 
an infestation in Georgia this fall, al- 
though not probable. He pointed out 
that the last appearance of the locust 
was in 1919, and adding 17 years to 
that date would mean that it is 
scheduled for its next appearance in 
1936. Appenrance of the cicada this 
year would mean that they belongea 
to another cycle which last appeared 
above ground in 1909. 

Four Weeks’ Visit. 

When the locusts come they stay 
for three or four weeks. They usual- 
ly come in sections, one Jarge group 
remaining a week and followed later 
by other groups. The chief damage 
they inflict is confined to fruit trees 
and shrubs, according to information 
obtained from the state entomologist. 
Cats, dogs and poultry are their 
greatest enemies, and soon put the 
armies to flight. 

In emerging from the ground the 
males precede the females several 
days, and they disappear somewhat 
earlier for this reasou, and also for 
the reason that they are shorter-liyed. 

Localities visted by the greater 
number of 17-year locusts are shown 
in the map accompanying this article, 
This map was compiled after the las 
appearance of the insect, but it is 
by no means certain that they will 
visit again the same localities on the 
next visit, according to the entomol- 
ogist. According to this map, the in- 
festation on the last visit was con- 
fined largely to that part of Georgia 
lying north of Atlanta, this city bare- 
ly being within the zone’ infested. 


LOWER COTTONSEE 
RATES FOR GEORG 


A réduced intrastate freight rate in 
Georgia#on green cotton seed, that of 
nm minimum flat rate of $15 a car, 
will go into effect Monday on the At- 
lantie Coast line, James <A. Perry, 
chairman of the state public service 
commission, announced Saturday. 

The teduction followed a complaint 
registered by the Georgia Cotton Seed 
Crushers’ association with the public 
service commission, stating that the 
freight rate on cotton seed was too 
high. Mr, Perry presented the matter 


to the various railways, he said, the 
Atlantic Coast line being the first 
ad to comply with the request. The 
4: railroads are also expected to re- 
‘e the rate immeditely, Mr. Perry 


said, 

The reduced rate on the Atlantic 
Coast line will be in effect while the 
green cotton seed is being moved, or 
until about September 30,,Mr. Perry 
stated. The rate which heretofore ap- 
plied to cars of 30,000 pounds of cot- 
ton seed was reduced one-third to a 
minimum flat rate of $15 a car. This 
rate applies to movement of cars to 
vee A point within the state, Mr. Perry 
said. ,

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ere is no state in the union that 
has more to offer the investor than 
the state of Georgia. 

Twenty-five years ago Georgia was 
easily the Bmp'- State of the South, 
but she has lost that proud supremacy 
through . lack of progressive leader- 
ships. The men who have aspired to 
manag® her affairs have been actuated 
solely by the honors and emoluments 
of office and too ready to sacrifice 
principles and: convictions to attain 
those ends. The breed of men who 
had “rather be right than be_ presi- 
dent” have long singe passed into 
history. . ‘ 

Taxation has never been’ popular 
with a | «ge class of people, and it is 
to those that the politician makes his 
appeal, The statesman undertakes 
to show them that nto government 
can live, no country. be prosperous 
and no people be safe without ade- 
quate revenue for all legitimate pur- 
poses. if some man were to rise up 
among us that would be strong enough 
to Jead instead of being weak enough 
to follow we would have a network of 
good roads that would bring happy 
settlers to all of our waste places 
and pour the products of their labor 
into the channels of commerce. 


It is needless to say that we are 
not able to hard-surface every mile of 
read in the state of Georgia, but we 
surely can hard-surface the principal 
highways leading through the state 
and connecting with similar roads 
from other states. Roads of second- 
ary importance should be straighten- 
ed where practicable, put on an easy 
grade and treated with gravel or a 
sand-clay mixture. 


This plan would not give every 
man a first-class road te his front 
door and demagogues will take ad- 
vantage of that fact to create opposi- 
tion, but a man whose patriotism dves 
not extend beyond bis own freehold is 
a very poor citizen. If the people of 
the United States had been altogether 
guided by direct personal interest the 
great arid plains of the west would 
never have been irrigated. 


What we really want is roads that 
are reli-ble in all se.sons of the year, 
and in all kinds of weather, so that 
travelers on business or pleasure bent 
would not have to consult the weather 
bureau every time they contemplated 
a trip. With stich roads they would 
never be bogged down after rains nor 
stifled with dust during the drouth. 


I have no statistics available, but 
judging from personal experience, the 
people who use the roads most, and 
must pay for them, would save twice 
the interest on the bonds necessary to 
build them in operating expenses 
alone, not to speak of property dam- | 
age and loss of life from unayoidable 
accidents, People could travel 
with more comfort and safety and 
save enough in time and gasoline to 
more than cover the additional price 
per gallon. 

It is proposed by the advocates of 
bonds to follow the plan adopted in 
other states to raise the money to pay 
the interest on the bonds and provide 
a sinking fund to retire them at ma- 
turity. Other. states do it by an ex- 
tra tax on gasoline. Under such a 
plan only the users of gasoline would 
be affected and those who use it in 
cars and trucks would get more than 
value received for every additional dol- 
lar spent in this way. People who 
do not use gasoline have nothing to 
lose, while they have everything to 
be gained from living in a progressive 
state. 

Our present reyenue. for road pur- 
poses is approximately ten million 
dollars annually, and it is claimed by 
the opponents of a bond issue that 
that sum is as much as can be handled 
economically, and that if we will ad- 
here to the prevailing policy we can 
eventually build our roads without 
bonded indebtedness. Now, _ the 
trouble with that argument is that 
we are’ not building roads of a per- 
manent or satisfactory character, and 
cannot do so with the means avail- 
able. Besides the upkeep of such 
roads as we are building is out of all 
proportion to the original cost. It 
might also be added that it would 
take a good many years at the present 
rate to complete the work we are do- 
ing, whereas if good reads are_bene- 
ficial to the people, the sooner they 
are built the better for all. 

Neither is there anything in the 
argument that moderate sums of 
money can be spent with less waste 
and extravagance than large soms, 

It has already been proven that 
large aggregations of capital under 
one management is more effective 
than in separate: units. There is no 
earthly reason why the principle 
should not hold good in a road build- 
ing scheme. We might have to smash 
every political machine in the state 
to secure men of the right caliber for 
this great work, but that ought to be 
done on general principles. And if 
the men we need cannot be found in 
Georgia, look for them elsewhere. 
This is a business proposition of the 
first magnitude, in which politics 
should play no part. 

The bugaboo of a bonded indebted- 
ness frightens a few. timid souls who 
never stop to think that the right kind 
of roads is an asset that cannot be 
taken away from them; and one that 
enhances the value and increases their 
enjoyment of every dollar’s worth of 
property in the state. It is true, as 
often stated, that many men now liv- 
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risk. Unnecessary friction always 
impairs a mechanical device. 

The English practice in taking an 
appeal so successfully meet its the- 
oretical aim that there is almost no 
way of making a mistake. Nothing 
is required but the ability to read and 
to operate a typewriter. 

Bills of Exceptions Obsolete. 

Bills of exceuptions became obsolete 
in England so long ago that some of 
the oldest men now in the law court 
offices wever heard of them. Assigh- 
ments of error have also gone the way 
of the cross appeal, the writ of error, 
and the other extinct monsters of the 
eave-dwelling period of English law. 
To perfect an appeal the English bar- 
rister serves a notice upon the re- 
spondents that he will move the court 
of appeal in fourteen days to reverse 
the judgment. He then files with the 
clerk of the court of appeal three 
typewritten copies of the notice of 
appeal and of the pleadings, evidence, 
and opinions below. 


There are no abstracts, no condensa- 
tions, or reduction t> narrative form, 
to be worked out, wrangled over, and 
settled. The appellate record is mere- 
ly a copy of existing documents. There 
are no exceptions. If the appeal is 
too late, the court can extend the 
time for good cause shown; if the 
pagties change by death or otherwise, 
the court may order substitutions; if 
additional parties should be joined, the 
court may at any time order that they 
be notified; if additional evidence is 
needed in the court of appeal it may 
be ordered brought in, either by oral 
testimony or affidavit or deposition: 
if new points not raised below ought 
to be considered, the court may order 
or allow that this be done. 


Case Reviewed on ts Merits. 


The case is not reviewed for errors, 
but reviewed at large upon the merits, 
and to insure the broadest usefylnés, 
the court of appeal is given all the 
powers of the trial court, and may 
draw inferences of fact and make any 
judgement or order that ought to have 
been made or make any further order 
that justice may require. The avowed 
aim is to enable the appellate court 
to completely dispose of the case so 
that when the appeal has been decided 
the litigation is at an end. | 

To an American the most remark- 
able thing about an English appeal is 
the total absence of written briefs. 
Everything rests upon the oral argu- 
ment, and there is no time Jimit. The 
judges all participate actively in the 
argument. and whenever counsel makes 
use of any report, the usher places a 
copy of the same book from which 
counsel reads in the hands of each of 
the judges, so that the argument be- 
comes a sort of round-table discussion.

The court of criminal appeal is 
unique and interesting feature of 
English judicial establishment, It 
about once a week as needed, and 
sists of three judges of the k 
bench division with the lord chief 
tice as presiding judge.

Appeals Quickly Disposed Of. . 

A large number of appeals are dis 
posed of without the appearance of 
counsel on either side. once 
fourteen such appeals passed upon 
50 minutes. The cases were ap 
tioned among the three judges, a 
each case one of the judges, with the 
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papers before him, stated the facts ~ 


of the case, the grounds of the appeal, 
and the decision of the court. 

One is impressed by the care with 
which every case is examined, and 
the entire freedom from technical feas 
tures. No matter of form and no 
mistake in any procedural step is pers 
mitted to have any effect upon the 
prisoner's right to a hearing on 
merits, and the worst that can happen 
is for corrections to be called for on 
the suggestion of the judges where 
they are deemed essential. 

The English system of procedure 
has been largely adopted in all. the 
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British colonies, so that the adminise - 


tration of justice is now enjoy

“Net railway operating income” is 
the balance after expenses, taxes and 
operating rentals available for fixed 
charges and dividends have been de- 
ducted. 

If the net for the first six months 
bears the same proportion to the 
year’s net as it averaged in 1925 
and 1924, the total for the year, ac- 
cording to the I. C. C. reports, should 
be approximately $1,265,000,000, com- 
pared with $1,136,984,000 in 1925 
and $986,717,000 in 1924. These 
figures are for class 1 roads and 
switching and terminal companies. 

Railroads in the midwest are shar- 
ing in the prosperity. President Gor- 
man, of the Rock Island railroad, who 
is edmpleting a tour of northern 
Minnesota, where the road has large 
land holdings, was very optimistic in 
a statement at Duluth this week. 

“Business Is Good.” 

“Business is good and is improv- 
ing,” he said. He pointed out that 
Rock Island had the largest month, 
in its history ip July with a net profit 
that established a new high record. 

The Chicago, Great Western rail- 
road, according to the railroad ex- 
pert of Dow Jones’ financial gervice, 
should earn this year $1,000,000 or 
more, after the necessary deduction, 
compared with $628,920 in 1925 or 
$601,508 in 1924. 

The July statement of the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fe railroad showed 
an increase of $4,996,762, or 24.3 per 
cent in gross revenues over the cor- 
responding month of the preceding 
year. There is little doubt, the re- 
port indicates, that the Santa Fe will 
enjoy further gains in the remaining 
five months. as it is estimated that 
only about 50 per cent of the wheat 
crop in its territory has been moved. 

July Shows Increase. 

An increase of $276,610 was shown 
in the July report of the Illinois Cen- 
tral system’s net operating income, 
which was $2,298,221 as against $2,- 
022,611 in July, 4925. 
ed a net operating income of $15,- 
876,909 for the first seven months of 
1926 compared to $15,232,340, in the 
same period last year. 

The Cleveland, Cincinnati, Chicago

The railroad’s report shows earnings 
of $9,486,900 for the first seven 
months against $9,278,327, in the same 
period last year. 

While setting no new records for 
this. year, the net of the Pennsylvania 
railroad for July was exceeded only 
by the month of June.

Other carriers a large in- 
creases in income were Union Pacific, 
with a gain of 37.5 during July over 
the same month a year ago, Norfolk 
and Western, Southern Pacific, which 
closed July with an increase in net 
of 43 per cent, and Great Northern.

Post Pass Tests 


A quartet of “daredevils” was pick- 
ed at Lakewood Amusement park Sat- 
urday afternoon by Captain A. B. 
McM1Jlen from more than a score of 
applicants for the place of stunt man 
in the airplane and parachute exhi- 
bitions to be staged at the park on 
Labor day, Monday, September 6, 
and during the Southeastern fair, Oc- 
tober 2 to 9. 

* ae McElween, 22, of 713 East 
Point avenue; “Aerial” Bartlett, 23, 
of 415 East Fair street; C. C. Atch- 
ley, 27, of 265 East Hunter, and A. 
B. Weathers, 29, of Knoxville, Tenn., 
were the four who passed the series 

of preliminary tests given Saturday. 


Captain McMullen required all the 
aspirants for aerial honors to “shin- 
ny up” 40 feet on the flag pole on the 
stage in front of the Lakewood grand- 
stand, to do handstands on the pole 
at a giddy height, to hang by their 
toes from the tight wire stretched

He won the fight on that plan.

Ten rounds is rather sbort 
to decide a championship. match 
where the challenger has youth and 
condition to pit against a champions 
experience. 

Semmish Irked Jack. 

Having only 10 rounds ‘to £0, 
Dempsey can set a harder pace than 
he would in a longer fight, if he feels 
that he lacks anything in endurance. 
But perhaps it won't make much 
difference in Dempsey's fighting. 
Dempsey never has drawn a fight 
out, except in the affair with Tommy 
Gibbons at Shelby. Except in_ that 
fight he has always tried to win in 
a round, or@™s soon as ) 
the first rotind. He is an impatient 
fighter, always willing to take apy 
risk in the first rush. If Dempsey 
is Dempsey 10 rounds should be long 
enough, for he'll tear in so fast that 
Tunney will have to mix it in self- 
defense, and with two hitters like 
Dempsey and Tunney gving at to 
speed there's little chance of needing 
all afternoon to find a winner. — 

Dempsey has come out at last with 
a clear statement of his stand on 
the matter of fighting Wills. He 
states what he always has told me 
personally, that he wanted Wills first 
and Tunney afterward. Dempsey 
always has claimed that Wills is a 
* slow, clumsy fighter—just the kind 
she can beat easily. Tunney he re- 
gards as an ambitious 
and dangerous.

Dempsey states that he has want- 
ed a Wills fight for a long time, but 
that he has not been allowed to fight 
Wills.

Wills, then prevented the fight. 
Naturally after that exhibition of 
the political sidestep Dempsey lacked 
confidence in the commission’s sin- 
cerity. He tried to get a Wills fight 
in other states, but found it blocked 
everywhere. Wills and his manager, 
Paddy Mullins, having taken part in 
’ blocking Dempsey from fighting Tnn- 
_ ney in New York, Dempsey has offer- 
ed to fight Wills anywhere that the 
match can be held, winner take all 
and for a side stake of -$150,000, if 
Dempsey still hag the title after he 
Tunney bout. :

For 1924, Great Northern earned 
$7.19 a share for its stock. For 
1925 earnings were equal to $8.61 a 
share. This year’s earnings are esti- 
mated at $9.25 a share and Wall street 
is talking of an increase in Great 
Northern's dividend. 

_Great Northern and Northern Pa- 
lcifie, according to high officials of 
these companies, are now in better phy- 
sical condition than at any time in 
their history. Earnings, since 1922, 
have been steadily improving. In 
the great bull market of 1906, when 
railroad stocks were the acknowledged 
leaders, Northern Pacifie sold at 
$232.50 a share with Great Northern 
climbing to $348. For more than 26 
years prior to 1922, there was not a 
year when Great Northern and North- 
ern Pacitic did not sell well above 
$100 a share. Following tke cut in 
dividends in 1922, Great Northern 
got down as low as 505-8 with North- 
ern Pacifie down to 47 7-8. This 
week these stocks have made new high 
records for the year, advancing to 
nearly the high level of 1922 betore 
dividends were cut. Wall street bank- 
ers, usually well informed, are confi- 
dent that the recovery in the earning 
power of the northwestern railroads 
reflects recovery in the position of 
the northwestern farmer. a condition 
which should cause no wheasiness re- 
garding the outcome of the November 
election.

Building Loans Promote 
Thrift, Declares Russell 


(Horace Russell, prominent lawyer, sec- 
retary of the first Mutual Savings associa- 
ton and secretary of the Georgia Building 
and Loan league, has written the following 
article especially for The Constitution. He 
deals with one phase of real estate financ- 
ing, which element has perhaps played 
the most ftmportant part in the develop- 
ment of Atlanta property.—Ed. Note.)

Building and loan associations in- 
terest all good citizens because they 
promote thrift and they interest per- 
sons interested in real estate especial-

ly, because they encourage the pur- 
chase of homes. The real estate opera- 
tors of Atlanta are overlooking the 
movement which fundamentally can 
contribute most to a sound and con- 
tinuous development of their busi- 
ness. 
Few of us stop to consider that we 
are borrowing probably more than 
three hundred million dollars on first 
mortgage security in this community 
and that probably 90 per cent of the 
money is borrowed from outside the 
state of Georgia and most of it from a 
small group of eastern financial insti- 
tutions. The real estate profession in 
Georgia realizes that if this small 
group of eastern financiers need their 
money for a shert time and discontiaue 
loans in Georgia, every real estate op- 
erator in Georgia and muny real estate 
owners in Georgia immediately suffer. 
t is not sound for us to sit by and 
see a condition exist which lays us 
linble to a financial depression for 
which we are not at all responsible 
and which is brought on by. some 
condition of the New York money 
market. 


Billions for Home. 


Of all things which should stand 
independently and free of outside fi- 
nancial control, nothing is more im- 
portant than that of real estate. We 
are not now independent. We sare 
not now even in a reasonable measure 
dependent upon the money of our own 
people. We are almost wholly depend- 
ent upon foreign moncy lenders. 
Building and loan associations can, 
= a large measure, solve this problem 
in Georgia. According to the latest 
report, building and loan associations 


This figrre means nothing to the aver- 
age mind, but it does mean something 
to say that during 1925 these assovia- 
tions loaned nearly two billions of dol- 
lars on hemes. financing more than 
five hundred thousand homes, and it 
also means something to know that of 
these five hundred thousand homes 
financed, at least 80 per cent of them 
were new homes financed by this 
money. In states like Ohio, Pennsyl- 
vania and New Jersey, where each 
state has nearly a billion dollars of 
paid in capital in building and loan 
associations, all of which is loaned or 
homes in the state where the money 
is owned, they have a very sound con- 
dition. In other words, in Atlanta, 
if the mortgage on my home matures 
ang a certain insurance company is 
not at that time lending money in 
Georgia and a few other insurance 
companies are not lending money in 
Georgia, I will stir up some excitement 
right away and I will wish I had never 
owned a home or tried to. When the 
Ohio citizen goes out to borrow money 
on his home he is not dependent upon 
outside capital but nearly a_ billion 
dollars of his fellow citizens’ mcney is 
deposited in building and loan asso: 
ciations of that state and restricted 
by law to the sole purpose of supply- 
ing his needs. There is no use for 
him to be excited, because there are 
several building and loan associations, 
any one of which can finance his home. 


Loss Ratio Low. 


From,the standpoint of thrift, it is 
interesting to know that nearly 10,- 
000,000 people are finding building 
and loan associations the best means 
for them to practice thrift, and it is 
further right impressive to see that 
the loss ratio in building and loan 
associations is very substantially less 
than that in any other known class 
of financial institutions and less than 
any othe® known form of investment, 
except government securities. Hf one 
million people in Georgia were prac- 
ticing thrift through building and 
loan associations regularly, the very 
fact that they were saving their money 
to finance homes would stimulate an 
interest in home ownership. 

There is another reason why build- 
ing and loan associations are funda- 
mentally sound—it is their method of 
home loan. The old method in Geor- 
gia has been a straight loan, repay- 
able at the end of a definite period 
in one lump sum. The result of this 
system of home financing is that the 
small home owner never has this large 
lump sum and the loan is renewed 
from time to time. Another evil in 
this old system is that the straight 
loan, and especially when made by 
outside capital, is not sufficient for 
the average individual completely to 
finance his home and the result is 
second and third mortgages, which are 
fundamentally wrong. 


Loan Company Methods. 


The building and loan method of 
lending money is an amortized mort- 
gage on the small home. If A has 
$2,000 saved up he can borrow from 
the building and loan association $4,- 
000 on a $6,000 home and pay the 
money back at about $50 a month, 
which will include interest and a pay- 
ment on the principal each month 
until the loan is completely amor- 
tized and paid off. This is in one 
single financing and avoids all of the 
expense of refinancing and all of the 
worry to him and his wife that so 


often deters home ownership, and at{ 


the same time gives him a payment 
less than rent would be on the prop- 
erty and a payment which he and 
his wife know they can meet, and 
finally it furnishes him a plan that 
results. in absolute home ownership 
without a mortgage. 

The United States has thought so 
much “of the value of building and 
loan associations in this country that 
they have been entirely exempted from 
payment of income tax. They are 
practically the only business institu- 
tion so exempted and in the long run 
they can operate on the 13 1-2 per 
cent that they would otherwise have 
to pay in income tax, (See section 231,

has further encouraged individuals to 
invest their money in building and 
loan’ associations by providing fer 
the entire exemption from income 
tax of as much as $300 in earnings 
therefrom in the hands of the indivi:- 
ual (see section 213, revenue act of 
1926), and the government also ex- 
empts from capital stock and all otiier 
special tax. The state of Georgia cn- 
courages the movement by exempting 
building and loan associations as 
follows ¢ 


Building Loans Exempted. 


“That mutual building and loan as- 
sociations operating only in the coun- 
ty of their charter and limiting their 
loans to members, shall not be as- 
sessed on their capital loan to stock- 
holders or members thereof.’ (See 
Georgia laws, extraordinary session, 
1923, page 65.) 

I became interested in this move- 
ment several years ago and have made 
a very thorough study of the ques- 
tion, and I firmly believe that the 
development of building and loan in 
Georgia is more important to the state 
than any other one thing that can be 
undertaken. The Georgia securities 
law, approved August 17, 1920, as 
amended August 21, 1922, places upon 
the Georgia securities commission the 
responsibility of regulation and super- 
vision of building and loan associa- 
tions. Pursuant to this law, the 
securities commission have set up a 
set of rules providing for the utmost 
security for investments in building 
and loan associations and providing 
for a careful state regulation and in- 
spection. Associations must maintain 
their capital at par. No part of the 
money paid in on the par value of 
building and loan shares shall ever be 
used in any way except for loans on 
first mortgages on improved real 
estate or on its own stock or in in- 
vestments in government bonds. They 
must be mutual and must be local. 
Many other restrictions are placed 
around them to the extent that every 
dollar in the association is represent- 
el by cash in:the bank or a first 
mortgage on a local home. 


Thrift Immense Important. 


There is a very general sentiment 
over the state for the development of 
this movement. Five years from now 
building and loan will be well-known 
in Georgia. You may ask what can 
be done. The answer is that you can 
save your money and make some in- 
vestment in building and Joan and 
start your associates and employees to 
saving a few dollars a month. Se- 
lect a sound association and begin at 
once, Three associations are actively 
at work in the city of Atlanta at this 
time—First Mutual Savings associa- 
tion, which has been in operation for 
more than two years, and Columbia 
Building and Loan association and 
Home Building and Loan association 
now in process of organization. 

The points I wish to make are:

FARM PROSPERITY GAIN! 
10 BE SEEN AT FAIR 


Doubling the number of prizes and 
reducing the size of space required 
for each county or individual exhibit 
in the agricultural department, the 
Southeastern Fair association an- 
nounced Saturday that the department 
at this year’s fair, Octobér 2 to 9, 
would be more completely representa- 
tive of all the agricultural resources 
of Georgia, throughout its eight di- 
matic zones, than any previous fair. 

“The increased farm prosperity of 
Georgia this year, with its resultant 
increase in the desire of people 
throughout the state to display their 
achievements at the fair, cannot be 
met by increased exhibit space as the 
fair- association has annually spent 
all its funds in premiums and other 
immediate necessary expenses for de- 
veloping a great fair and has not 
been able to accumulate a_ building 
fund,” it was explained by Oscar 
Mills, secretary-manager of the. fair 
association. 

“The new arrangement of space} 
however, will enable a larger number 
of counties and individuals to secure 
display booths and will give the visi- 
tors to the fair a more complete, even 
if more concentrated, idea of what 
their state is doing in agriculture,” 
he stated. 

County exhibit booths are to be 30 
feet wide by 16 feet deep instead of 
45 feet wide as previously, and in- 
dividual exhibits are to be.15 feet 


feet wide as previously. Fiffeen cash 
prizes, ranging up. to $300, are offered 
for county exhibits, and the same 
number of ‘prizes ranging up to $150 
for individual exhibits, instead of ap- 
proximately. half that mumber of 
prizes as last year. .

The following article was writ- 
ten by Miss Billie Linthicum, a 
member of All Saints’ Church 
Young P e’s Service league, 
who was a te to the conven- 
tion of leaguers held last month 
at Sewanee, Tenn. 


This article is lovingly dedicated 
to those who do not already know 
what good, constructive work the 
Episcopal young people are doing. We 
have a national organization known 
as the National Federation of Epis 
copal Young People. This -organiza- 
tion has annual meetings and _ ilays 
plans for a bigger and better church 
in the future, so far as young peopie 
are concerned. Our purpose as 4a 
national unit is to stimulate and ex- 
tend the work of the church. 


Practically every Episcopal church 
of today has in it an active, working 
unit known as the Young People’s 
Service league. This league bridges 
the gulf of adolescence where the 
greatest leakage of the church is to be 
found. It aims at prevention and also 
enables youth to restate Christian 
faith in terms he will understand. [ft 
stirs initiative and equips young peo- 
ple for service. It develops leader 
ship and self-expression. 

The Young People’s Service leagues 
have just had a conference at Sewa- 
nee, Tenn. At this conference there 
were delegates from Episcopa) 
churches all over the United States. 
With our splendid faculty we receiv- 
ed a store of inspiration*and knowl- 
edge which will last us a_ lifetime. 
Not only did we work together, but 
we learned to play together. Everyone 
had a fine time. 

I am now going to state briefly a 
few things that we learned. We must 
do service in all five fields—namely, 
parish, community, diocese, nation 
and world. 

We must know how to get a crowd 
and how to hold it. This, of course, 
is easy. All we have to do is to invite 


and welcome every one to our leajme. 
After you get the crowd put on an 
interesting program that will not 
only keep them awake, but really in- 
spire them and increase their stor: of 
religious education. 

The league has many different ty pes 
of program so that the members s)all 
not become onesided. Some of our 
programs consist of talks and papers, 
others of outside speakers, such as 
missionaries, foreigners and chrrch 
workers. One program which always 
proves’ interesting is the open forum 
or discussion of some outstancing 
question or issue of the . ‘The 
musical program offers a delightful 
variety, as it deals with the storie) of 
our hymns and the lives of those ‘vho 
wrote them. Debates, pageants, etc, 
all offer variety of programs. ~ 
. The league roll is called every Sun- 
day night and must be answered with 
a verse from the Bible. Our leagu: is 
a unit of true fellowship. It is re- 
creational, it is social, it is educa- 
tional; but, best of all, it is spiritual. 

There are six live and worling 
committees with their own specific 
duties, which are: 

1. Prayer—To encourage fatnilr 
prayer and to see that Grace is said: 

2. Publicity—To keep the church 
informed of what the league is doing. 

3. Membership—To urge all ‘per- 
sons between 15 and 25, who are i-on- 
nected with the church to become ac- 
tive league members. 

4. Social—The duty of which is 
to work up the spirit of fellowshi in 
the league; also to send  gree:ing 
cards to missionaries and to league 
members who are away at school, 

5. Censor—To look after beha‘rior 
during social meetings. 

6. Critic—Tells how each meeing 
might be improved. 

The greatest thing-that the league 
does is to develop leaders and chirch 
workers. We are a service league and 
we must serve. We must all be iift- 
ers and not leaners. The one big thing 
is—Jesus Christ served.

nions had been sent into Canaan. 
e three brought back a goodly re- 
port and the council of Georgia grant- 
ed the emigrants 31,950 acres of land 
surrounding Old Midway, so called 
from its supposed equal distance from 
the Oeechee and Altamaha rivers. 
“On the Sth of December, 1752, 
Benjamin Baker and family, Samuel 
Bacon and family, arrived at Mid- 
way and proceeded to form a settle- 
ment. ‘Soon after Messrs. Parmenus 
Way, William Baker, John Elliott, 
John Winn, Edward Sumner and 
John Quarterman arrived and began 
to settle. Finding a general disposi- 
tion in the people to remove, the Rev. 
Mr. Osgood went into the new settle- 
ment in March, 1754, and the whole 
church and society gradually collect- 
ed and settled there.” 


Thus began Old Midway colony 
and church settlement which has given 
to Georgia and the nation many noted 
publicists, historians, foreign mis- 
sionaries, revolutionary generals, gov- 
ernors, scientists and authors. 
* Many of the colonists at Midway 
had their summer residences at Sun- 
bury, just 10 miles east on the coast, 
and which city at that time was a 
flourishing port situated. on a bold 
bluff, with imposing wharves and 
docks. Immediately south of Sun- 
bury can still be seen in the woods 
and tuickets the remains of the 
earthen bastions, moats and walls of 
the old fort used to defend the town 
wzainst the siege by the British. The 
old fort, named Fort Morris, was cap- 
tured by the invaders and called Fort 
George . (ter King George, and on its 
recapture by the colonists was given 
its former name. It was from this 
fort that Colonel McIntosh sent to 
the British commander the daring re- 
sponse to his demand for surrender, 
“Come and take it.”

Liberty county its people paid much 
attention to education, culture, re- 
ligion and science. In 1752, the year 
of the founding of the settlement, the 
Medway and Newport Library so- 
ciety (named from two important 
rivers of this section) was formed 
and up to 1849 this library contained 
700 volumes in a more or less indif- 
ferent state of preservation. 

Among the eminent men who have 
come from this old settlement anid 
are buried in the churchyard there 
might be mentioned Generals James 
Scriven and Daniel Stewart (an an- 
cestor of the late .ex-President The- 
odore Ioosevelt), who did valiant 
service in the revolutionary war and 
ix whose memory congress several 
years ago rected a~ magnificent 
obelisk ian the center of Old Midway 
cemetery. Within the walls of the 
cemetery, which is being preserved by 
the Colonial Dames as a real shrine 
of American liberty and independence. 
lie the remains of Button Gwinnett 
and Lyman Hall, two of the signers 
of the Declaration of Independence ; 
the Rev. Abiel Holmes, father of the 

_ illustrious author, the late Dr. Oliver 
Wendell Holmes, and granfather of 
the present Chief Justice Holmes, of 
the Unitcd States supreme courtr 
bench: the father of the illustrious 
LeConte brothers. Joseph, the géeol- 
ogist. and John. the botanist; Rev. J. 
S. R. Axon (lately spelled Axson), 
forebear of the first wife of the late 
lamented Woodrow Wilson; Major 

- Moses Jones, aid to General Lach- 
lan McIntosh, who was cut in two by 
a cannon ball while planting the 
standard of his country on the ram- 
parts at Savannah; Audley Maxwell, 
who was a member o the first gen- 
eral assembly of Georgia, which met 

-49n Savannah on the 15th day of Jan- 
wary. 1751. 

Liberty county, especially that por- 
tion of it immediately surrounding 
old Midway church and involving 
the colony here, was the scene of 
many important events during the 
revolutionary war. Perhaps an event 
of greatest - significance, ranking 
along with the act of the Boston tea 
party. the Mecklenburg declaration 
and the Wilmington, N. C., protest 
against the landing of the British 
stamp papers, was the dissent of the 
deputies from Liberty. then St. John’s 
parish, was the election of Dr. Ly- 
man liall as a delegate to the Con- 
tinental congress, with the expres- 
sion of protest voiced by the parish 
against the despicable tax acts.’

Retiring Judge 
Ends Sixty Years 
In Public Ottice 


Judge William Allen, 86, of Jacx- 
sonville, Tenn., who is well known in 
Atlanta, has declined to become a can- 
didate for reelection as county judge, 
and on September 1 will round out 
GO years of service to the Tennessee 
county, according to information re- 
ceived here Saturday. 

Judge Allen will retire with the re- 


markable record of never having asked 
a man to vote for him in his life, ac- 
cording to his many friends, who 
claim his career is not equaled by any 
other cOunty judge in the country. 

The life of Judge Allen has been 
colorful in more than one respect. He 
made his debut in official life by join- 
ing the Union army as a spy in New 
York during the war between the 
states. After army service he settied 
in Jacksboro and was in thé general 
merchandise business before entering 
politics. 

When the veteran made his first 
race for a county office he defeated 
Cantain Jeff Rogers, who is said to 
have declared, “If that young snipper- 
snapper beats me I will leave the 
state.” Rogers was forced to keep his 
word after the election, locating in 
Iowa. Only once did he come back to 
Campbell county, continuing to make 
his home in the western state. 

Judge Allen was reelected consven- 
tively as county clerk until 1900, 
when he declined to be a candidate, 
serving as deputy clerk. Four years 
after he ceased to be a candidate for 
circuit court clerk John Allen decided 
to make the race for judge. He was 
elected by a large majority, and has 
held the office continuously ever since. 
He voluntarily relinquishes the place 
because of advancing years.

None of these judges of 
genius dare to deny that an 
ability to play tennis mag- 
nificently well constitutes 
true genius. And they fur- 
thermore admit that many 
athletic geniuses have been 
lost to the world through 
early neglect and lack of 
recognition. Surely the se- 
lection of the_ physical 
genius, very early in life, is 
extremely important. 

But how? 

“Nothing easier,’’ explains 
‘‘Mother’’ Stoner. Then she 
whispers: ‘‘You pick the fu- 
ture tennis champions by 
their perfectly horrid dispo- 
sitions.

But when “Mother Stoner” has told 


how to test your child early and when 
further you’ve heard how to determine 
other sorts of genius besides the old, 
threadbare brands, there’s still another 
very important point to be determined. 
Sometimes there will come, of neces- 
sity, a moment when Editor Snow and 
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Mrs, Winifred Sackville Stoner’s daughter, one of the most remarkable of all

only a few months old. 
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‘Mother’ Stoner and Poet Markham 
and Artist Barnard and Composer 
Goldman and Fighter Dempsey and 
Tennis Player Wills (if, finally,these 
last two competent judges of physical 
genius are added to the board) will all 
heartily disagree.

“I claim that child is a born com- 
poser,’”? Mr. Goldman will flash back. 
“Why, he actually beat time with his 
lollypop when I whistled my _ latest 
march.” 

“| claim he is a pole vaulter.” 

“I claim he will be the greatest finan- 
cier the country ever knew.”

And how will it be decided? 
easily, as ‘‘Mother’’ Stoner and all her 
coadjutors hasten to explain together: 

“We'll just keep on arguing impo- 
litely, trying to prove that the child is 
a pole vaulter or a poet. In arguing, 
we'll let the child alone. And so his 
genius will develop into whatever it is, 
a genius for sheiking or vamping or 
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poetizing, for the very top notch gen- . 


iuses of the world have come from be- 
ing left entirely alone.” 

Further, the child that has success- 
fully passed the tests for genius must 
be permitted full self-expression. 

Of course, the parents who bring up 


the unreproved genius face fifteen years

Arguments for the Existence of God. 


HE heart and life of the Scrip- 

tures is that portion which deals 
with religious experience. This is 
forever beyond the 
reach of adverse 
criticism. This is 
that part of the 
Bible which is as 
fresh as the dew of 
the morning. This 
is not to depreciate 
the Bible, but to 
mat &.. Hs 8 
library of religious 
experience. It un- 
veils the spiritual 
life of the various 
prophets and saints 
who wrote the vari- 
ous books. It kin- 
dles the aspiration for a life experi- 


ence in the reader. 
The test of religious experience was 
the fundamental factor in determin- 


ing the Canon, and the experience of 
the highest saints comes to use with 
the note of authority. St. Paul in his 
address to the Athenians would bring 
men to the center of their own soul 
to find their lost god. 


As you reach the culmination of 
this divine revelation, you find still 
the unfolding of religious experience. 
The marvelous teaching of Jesus was 
out of His own experience. The beau- 
titudes were first lived by Jesus, be- 
fore they were spoken. ‘“‘Blessed are 
the poor in spirit, for theirs is the 
Kingdom of God.”’ “Blessed are the 
pure in heart for they shall see God.” 

Can we have any higher authority 
than that which comes through the 
highest experience? Do we want any 
higher authority than the divinely in- 
spired consciousness and the revela- 
tion of the spiritual consciousness of 
Jesus Christ? 


How can you get revelation except 
through experience? Even in the his- 


torical element God revealed Himself * 


through the deeds of men which made 
history. Can you conceive of any 
way that a divine revelation could 
reach the heart of humanity except 
through experience? The revelation 


of the Mormon Bible and the Moham- 
medan Koran is not conditioned on 
experience. We are not Mormons nor 
Mohammedans in our idea of the 
Bible, at least we should not be. A 
revelation that is to reach the heart 
of humanity must come from God 
through the heart of humanity. The 
universal human heart will never re- 


‘spond to any other sort of revelation. 


There could be no botany without 
experiencing the flower. Astronomy 
exists only as the stars are experi- 
enced. The child knows the mother 
only as the mother reveals herself to 
the child through experience. We 
can only know God as we have an 
experience of God. 


Some Biblical scholars have been 
more concerned about who wrote the 
twenty-third psalm than in showing 
how the twentieth century Christian 
can Cultivate the blessed experience 
of divine companionship. Some men 
are more eager in their speculations 
as to the authorship of the Fourth 
Gospel than in teaching the world 
how they are to make the prayer of 


the seventeenth chaptersthe supreme 
aspiration of their own lives. We can 
only kpow the date and authority of 
a psalm, if at all, by historical knowl- 
edge. But the humblest saint may 
know the truth of the Psalmist’s 
words, “Blessed is he whose trans- 
gression is forgiven, whose sin is cov- 
ered.’”” We may not know how many 
inspired propltets had some part in 
the Book of Isaiah. But you may 
know to a certainty, ‘‘Though your 
sins bé as scarlet, they shall be as 
snow, and though they be red like 
crimson, they shall be white as wool.” 


A technical knowledge of the first 
epistle of John comes as a result of 
historical investigation. We may 
know with an inner, immediate cer- 
tainty, “If we confess our sins, he is 
faithful and just to forgive. our sins 


and cleanse us from all unrighteous- 
ness. 

Our creed which we receive from 
others is useless plunder unless it is 
vitalized by a living experience, 

It is not our theory of prayer that 


is important. We must be able to say, 
“I cried unto the Lord with my voice, 
and he heard me out of His holy 
hill.”’ 


It is pathetic to see a person seek- 
ing logical evidence for immortality 
in the hour of his crushing sorrow. 
The only satisfying evidence of im- 
mortality is to live the eternal life in 
this present world. Men believe in a 
heaven for the future when they have 
already found a heaven close at hand. 
We may know that Jesus Christ rose 
from the dead, because he talks with 
us today.

It forms one of the largest historical paintings made by him,

measuring twelve feet square. At the door of a fine mansion situated 
on a hill and overlooking the city of Constantinople ride the crusaders 
headed by Baudouin, Count of, Flanders. His attention is attracted to 
an old man and young girl, presumably father and daughter, who beg on 
bended knees, that mercy be shown them; from the portico on the left 
an old man—hands raised in solicitation—is being taken from his home 
by a soldier; to the right and in the foreground appears the half nude 
figure of a beautiful girl bending over the lifeless form of her sister. 


“A chain is no stronger than its weakest link,” is applicable to art. 
Inattention to the minutest detail has injured many an artist. The smoke 
effect emanating from the city in the background, giving indication that 
the crusaders were guilty of incendiarism, is finely executed on canvas, 
and shows Delacroix to be a master of detail. 


He was born one year before the dawn of the Century of Inven- 
tions—the nineteenth. Ten years later, in 1809, Destiny flooded this 
planet Earth with a goodly number more than its fair quota of great 
men, including: Lincoln, Mendelssohn, Poe, Chopin, Gladstone, Holmes 
and Tennyson, thereby proving the truth of Emerson’s statement “Great 
men never come singly.”” In that year the teacher caught young Eugene 
drawing a picture of her in the back of his school book. Now it is not a 
teacher’s habit to encourage such practice in the school room, so the 
young pupil was duly reprimanded. 


But the mother liked drawing, and after allowing the proper dis- 
count for maternal pride, this much must be admitted—a mother is 
more often right than a teacher. If nothing more the incident at least 
decided the boy’s future. He would be an artist. It is said that Franz 
Listz could read music before he could write, and Delacroix was kin to 
him in this respect—he could draw pictures before he could read. 


Art and poverty go together. They are allies. The most priceless 
heritage any artist can hope for is poverty. When Delacroix made his 
debut at the Paris Salon in 1822, (the same year Rosa Bonheur was 


born), with his famous ‘“‘Dante and Virgil,” he was so destitute that 
buying a frame for the painting was beyond all reason, so he impro- 
vised a rude one out of laths. On the opening day of the Salon, he could 
not find his painting, but later found it occupying a place of honor and 
in a beautiful frame. A friend, who did not wish to see it rejected 
because of the crude frame, was responsible for the new one. Pie 


Throughout his life, Delacroix suffered from ill health, and this 
hindered his progress greatly, keeping him from entering in competition 
with other artists. He died in the year 1863, his niche fixed high on 
the ladder of success. He lived to see the sunshine of fortune smile 


. radiantly upon his beloved fellow artists, Millet, Corot and Bonheur.
